Major SC Puma was in command of an Assault Troop, tasked to not as 
assault group along the Indo-Myanmar border in Manipur, 

On 01 May 2007, the team after an enduring march over 24 hours in 
extremely difficult terrain reached the designated area and occupied their 
positions. At 0430h, surveillance squad confirmed presence of 09-10 terrorists in 
the village. At the given signal the support group opened fire. On cessation of 
fire assault, the assault group under Major Punia advanced to clear the village, 
when it came under heavy fire from the terrorists, who had by now 
positions in the trenches dug by them around the camp. 

Undaunted by hostile fire Major Punia moved forward and neutralized one 
terrorist at close quarter. While maneuvering towards the second trench. Major 
Punia and his buddy came under intense fire, Unfazed by the flying bullets he 
shot the second terrorist and moved ahead.
